Hattie Jones in Interred in the County 


Cemetery Yesterday With 


Fitting Tribal Customs 


Hattie Jones, the Indian woman who 


committed suicide some time last Fri- 
day night, was burled yesterday In the 
county cemetery. 


The funeral was attended by a num- 


ber of relative* and almost the entire 
Indian population. Captln Ben and wife 
from Yerlngton arrived Sunday morn- 
ing. 
His squaw Is a sister to Hattie. 


Ben and his followers upon arrival 
went immediately to the undertaking 
parlors of Perkins & Oliver, when the 
war whoops began. 


c-aptaln Ben had telegraphed John 


Keys to hold off the funeral until his 
arrival. 
After a few Incantations over 


the body Captain Ben and his bunch 
went to the residence of John Keys 
and had a big talk. 
The *r™n8;e- 
ments were made there for the burial 
In the county cemetery. 


At the graveyard yesterday morning 


the big pow-wow came off. 
The plain 


box which contained the remains of 
Hattie was carefully opened and her 
body taken out and wrapped In a 
blanket, after which the corpse was 
laid in the box again, and all her pos- 
BesHlons, Including some money sne 
had at the time of her death, were 
placed with her In the coffin. 


It Is an Indian custom to send all 


the belongings of the dead with them 
so that they will not want. 
As soon as the body was laid In the 


prave a number of speeches wore male 
by the leaders present and the first »o 
talk was Captain John. 
He told the 


Indians assembled of the virtues and 
good deeds of his sister-in-law and 
how bad was her husband. 


After Keys came Tom Harris, who Is 


probably the first In power among the 
Indians, and the direct syccessor of 
Johnson Sides, the big medicine man 
here for years, since deceased. He act- 
ed as chairman or boss of the function 
nnd

smoothly. 


After several incantations and a neap 
of talk. Tom wound up with the fol- 
lowing prayer to the great spirit: 


"Do thou, O. great spirit Inspire 


each red man's breast with that un- 
daunted courage to bear his lot on 
earth. BO that when he Is called to the 
happy hunting grounds of his father 
he may meet death with that unwaver- 
ing courage and paddle his own canoe 
into the presence of the Great Spirit.

BROUGHER'S BILL SHOULD PASS 


O 


NE of the best bills Introduced during this session is 


Senator Brougher's measure providing for the ap- 


pointment of a state Inspector of taxes. It has passed the 
senate and Is now in the hands of the house. 


That such an official is sadly needed Is attested by the 


last biennial report of the State Controller. On the taxa- 
tion of the proceeds of mines alone that document gives 
some surprising figures. 


For the past three or four years we have heard of noth- 


ing but the great mines of Tonopah and Goldfield, and of 
the other discoveries In Esmeralda and Nye counties that 
threatened to make the Comstock of the palmy days look 
like a selling plaster. And for the post dozen years we 
have not heard of much besides the deadness of the Corn- 
stock. 


And yet the Controller's report shows that for the 


twelve months ending September SO, 1904, the amount 
of bullion tax received from Storey county was $13,229.65; 
from Esmeralda (Including Goldfield, Columbia, Diamond- 
field, etc..) $7,71-1.05; and from Nye (Including Tonopah, 
and the rest of them,) $9,503.03. 


There is something peculiar about this. Either the 


"dead'and-dttmned," played-out, done-up Comstock, bad 
ns it may be. Is a better camp than the vaunted mines of 
Tonopah and Goldfield. or else the state Is being robbed. 
W* believe the latter to be the case. 


It Is not recently either that the state has had to take 


the worst of it through the absence of such an official as 
that proposed In Senator Brougher's bill. It is a notorious 
fact that In one year, when the value of the cattle ship- 
ped out of the state alone amounted to $10,000,000. the 
assessors' books for the entire state showed a total valu- 
ation fo»- live stock of $350.000. In other words, the state 
was robbed of twenty-nine dollars out of every thirty 
that was due her on the taxation of live stock, and of o 
great deal more—for the stock remaining In the state 
would have made a handsome addition to the $10,000,000 
worth shipped out. 


It is not many years since a county owing the state 


Jl'O.OOO for bullion tax was visited by a member of the 
state board of revenue, and the case compromised with 
the delinquent mining company for $5.000. The state had 
a clear case against the mining company, and would in- 
fallibly have won had the matter been permitted to come 
t» trial. There is one instance where $15.000 would have 
been saved to the state had it then among its officials a 
»«tnte Inspector of taxes. 


Instances could be piled up ad inflnltum to prove the 


need of such an official, but we think we have stated 
enough to convince the most casual observer of the nec- 
essity of Senator Brougher's bill. If there were no reven- 
ue in it for the state the plea of economy might be raised 


against its passage. But if the proposed inspector of taxes 
does not turn Into the treasury twenty dollars for every 
dollar he takes out, we miss our guess by about a mile. 


THE YELLOW PERIL 


THE San Francisco Chronicle has awakened to the 


fact that we have a yellow peril. It says that we have 
100.000 Japanese in this country, that these are of the 
lowest class In their country, that they can llvr on what 
a white man cannot, .that they are supplanting white men 
and women In employment, and that as soon as the war 
between their country and Russia is over we can look for 
an influx of their brethren that will surpass all reasonable 
expectations. 


It is a good time for the Chronicle to tell us these 


things, and it would have been better had it done so soon- 
er. The country at large has been giving Japan its power- 
ful moral support in the war against Russia, with the ex- 
ception of the small minority who have urged that grati- 
tude alone was warrant enough for our remaining friend- 
ly to Russia. Now we have the more powerful motive 
of self interest to urge In behalf of such a course. 


If we are to enact an exclusion act against the Japan- 


ese, which we surely must, we cannot expect their nation 
to accept It In the same placid manner in which China 
received a similar measure directed against her people. 


* 
The Japanese are a very conceited people, easily inflated 
with the notion of their own Importance and prowess, and 
particularly "cocky" Just at present over what successes 
they have achieved against Russia. Let them win this 
war and 'their pride will be unbearable. For years to come 
Japan will go about with a chip on her shoulder, and it 
means "fight" for the first one that knocks it off. But 
let them be defeated and she will not be so apt to declare 
war the,first time her toes are trodden on. 


In the name of common sense, then let us cease our 


maudlin and uncalled for sympathy with the yellow nation 
In this war. We had no business espousing her cause at 
the outset, and we probably would not have dpne so had 
we not been misled by the yellow Journals, pulling British 
chestnuts out of the fire. But it is time to quit when we 
see that persistence in it can only redound to our injury. 
We want a Japanese exclusion act, and we want to pre- 
sent it to a nation the fangs of whose resentment have 
been made helpless by the forceps of defeat.

He had 
a few carpenter tools which he was 
carrying In order to avoid arrest by 
the Sparks officers as a vag. Papers 
were found on Horeln's body showing 
that he was a member of the Western 
Federation of Miners.
